DEATH TAKES 


A. S. COCHRAN 


Millionaire Former Hus­ 
band of Hanna Walska 
Passes Away. 


Once 
Regarded as 
the 
Richest Bachelor 
in America. 


YONKERS N Y.. June 20 —</PV- 
Alexander Smith Cochran, 
chief 
owner of the Alexander Smith Af 
Sons Co. in Yonkers, died at 2 
o'clock this morning at Saranac 
Lake where he went last Friday to 
regain his health 
Last fall he suffered an attack of 
pneumonia and for a time his life 
was despaired of, but he rallied at 
hi* quarters in the Savoy -Plaza 
hotel In New York and later went 
to Redlands. Cal., where he re­ 
mained for the winter 
Mr Cochran once regarded as the 
richest bachelor in America, was a 
philanthropist and his benefactions 
were many. 
He wag a yachting 
enthusiast and fifteen years ago 
built the Vanitie, a contender for 
the honor of racing Sir Thomas Lip­ 
le ss Shamrock 
He was the hus­ 
band of Ganna Walska whom he 
divorced 
The carpet works here, one of the 
largest In the world, was estab­ 
lished by his grandfather and in­ 
herited by Mr Cochran In 1903 .A t 
that time his fortune was estimated 
at 130.000 000 and since then had 
greatly Increased 
A Generous Giver. 
He gave generously of hi* wealth 
to charity in many directions, fre­ 
quently making gifts ranging from 
110.000 to $100 000 
On one occa- 
PT 
250 employes 
Wide publicity came to Mr Coch­ 
ran through his short-lived romance 
with Ganna Walska. Polish prima 
donna, who later became the wife of 
Harold F McCormick of Chicago 
Mr Cochran .and the singer were 
married secretly in Part* in 1920. 
The wedding was a great surprise 
on both sides of the Atlantic for 
Me. Cochran, the former "most eli­ 
gible bachelor.” had become known 
as a "confirmed bachelor ” 
In lew than a year there were 
rumors th at the romance had been 
shattered, with stories of prospec­ 
tive divorce suits by both. 
The 
proceedings finally were instituted 
by Mr Cochran and he was granted 
a decree by the Paris courts in 
June. 
1922. 
The 
grounds 
upon 
which the divorce was granted were 
not made known definitely, nor was 
the financial settlement made by 
Mi Cochran to the singer.

Women's Alliance Demands Mother

Oklahoma 
Now his observations are being verified 
While cutting of w-heat has Just started in Kansas, 
thousands of acres upon low-lying ground and along 
the streams will not be worth the harvesting, the re­ 
ports filtering into Chicago indicate. 
More than th at the news from the Dakotas is that 
wheat has been seriously damaged by drouth. 
Fields 
of winter wheat headed out short and spring vvheat 
has been even more seriously 
affected. 
This same 
problem confronts the farmers in the great 
wheat 
raising provinces of western Canada. There the cus­ 
tomary spring rains failed to fall, and while the pro­ 
tracted drouth which prevailed in 
many 
localities 
has been broken, the pi%spect* are far from measur­ 
ing up to those of the last four years, during which 
Qanada produced record breaking yields of wheat. 
The news is of great importance to Nebraska because 
in another two weeks the first of the wheat w ill be 
cut in this state. The crop holds out splendid prom­ 
ise. 
Nebraska escaped the over abundance of mois­ 
ture which caused such heavy loss in Oklahoma and 
Kansas, and yet there 
was 
sufficient rain for all 
needs, so that the drouth which has hurt th e Da­ 
kotas and Canada has not been felt here. 
With the 
harvest close at hand, it appears that we should 
produce between 50,000 OOO and 70,000.000 bushels of 
wheat If prices continue to advance during the next 
few weeks, there is assurance that Nebraska farmers 
will receive much more for their gram than they an ­ 
ticipated 
Wheat is a rash crop in this state. 
It is not of 
major importance because it does not enter into the 
feeding operations, which provide the real stability 
and atrength of Nebraska agriculture. 
But iv TIC;* 
provide the farmer with money until his corn is har­ 
vested. and fed to hogs or cattle. A big crop of wheat 
marketed at a fair price, will do much to encourage 
and hearten those engaged In the hazardous occupa­

movements than the passage of farm relief legisla­ 
tion by congress and

After final agreement was reached on the 
bill, wheat prices dropped oil lor two days. 
But the

Kansas fields, and evidence came to light th at yields 
were not meeting expectations, wheat began to score 
gains in prices. 
It would appear that Washington 
attaches far more importance to legislative remedies 
than the men engaged in the gram trade.
